(e)  NUTRITION. 

After  considering -the  adaption  of  several  premises  for  use  as  a 
British  Restaurant  the  Council  were  fortunate  in  acquiring  disused 
school  premises  which,  after  alteration,  conversion  and  decoration, 
made  very  useful  premises  to  enable  the  opening  of  a  British 
Restaurant.  The  Restaurant  was  opened  in  November  and  daily 
approximately  350  meals  arc  served  to  adults  and  school  children  at 
9d.  and  51-  per  meal  respectively.  Only  midday  meals,  consisting 
of  meat,  two  vegetables  and  a  sweet,  are  served  at  present.

proportion  showed  that  probably  all  the  children  immunised  by  the 
Local  Authority  were  rendered  Schick  Negative.
